JALOUD AND THE FRENCH WORKED ON THE DETAILS OF A 

PROPOSED TWO-STAGE SOLUTION TO THE CHADIAN PROBLEM. 

THE FIRST STAGE WOULD COMPRISE A CEASE-FIRE IN WHICH 
FROLINAT WOULD WITHDRAW TO THE MARCH 27 LINE; THE 
SECOND WOULD INVOLVE A GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL UNION 
WITH ALL TENDENCIES REPRESENTED. THE LIBYANS WANT 
THE FMENCH TO WITHDRAW ALL THEIR TROOPS BETWEEN THE 
TWO STAGES; THE FRENCH VIEW IS THAT THEIR WITHDRAWAL 
WOULD BE PHASED BETWEEN THE TWO STAGES AND NOT 
NECESSARILY COMPLETE.
